PHILADELPHIA’S ERROR 


Philadelphia made a mistake 
A great deal of the future history of the world w ill depend 
on whether the Am erican people as a whole make the same 
mistake 
Philadelphia's error lay in the way she went ab o u t trying to 
"sell'' her advantages as headquarters for the United Nations. 
The C ity of Brotherly Love went into the m atter on the 
theory that the cards were on the table; that the specifications 
already laid out meant what they said; and that the decision was 
going to be m ade seriously, on the merits of the various offers. 
She assumed some other things, too. 
One was that the 
Am erican delegates who had promised to b r "neutral'' between 
various communities in the U nited States planned to keep their 
promises. 
Still another was that the delegates as a whole might be 
more interested in sacred traditions than in Broadway hotspot®. 
Philadelphia was w rong in all these counts. 
The result 
was that she was taken on a sleigh-ride without snow 
The 
Philadelphia site, which had narrowed dow n to the only one 
available fitting the specifications, was brushed aside for a con­ 
gested tract of N ew York's East Side, railroaded through by the 
‘ neutral" head of the A m erican delegation. 
T he U nited Nations deliberately took a tiny site for future 
skyscraper®, partly financed out of that stormy petrel of inter­ 
national relations— oil; and took it, apparently, mainly for the 
reason that it was handy to New Y ork's G ay W hite W ay, 
The lesson to be learned by the good people of P h ilad rl 
phia, and those of the rest of the country— and of the whole 
world, for that m atter— out of this transaction and the way it 
was conducted, is much m ore im portant than the question of 
who won the scrap for the site. 
, 
Schools of thought about the U nited Nations have differed 
greatly, 
( rom the start, there has been a m inority which has 
held that, not having been founded on justice, United Nations 
could only further the causes of brute strength and greed. 
They have charged that politics was its theme— the same 
old cut-throat international game of power-poker which has

I <*i*, I ti •••-«! from I'Mtr Un* 
ciple* were disregarded whenever convenient; that the record 
of United Nation* to date has been one of disastrous appease­ 
ment by the Anglo American representative* to the Russian*-—- 
at the expense of helpless small neutral peoples. 
The contrary view has had most eloquent expression by 
many of the outstanding voices of the times— that United 
Nations is a great, liberal, big hearted m ovem ent; dedicated to 
peace, deeply concerned with the Four Freedoms; backed by 
sober and sincere men ready to be crucified, if necessary, to u p ­ 
hold their convictions. 
Whether the episode of the site-selection may be said fully 
to decide between these views, it certainly is true that few 
observer* will tend to think it supported the second 
The decision was made by means the exact opposite of 
those which should have br **n used 
Political pressure was 
brought by the chief American delegate upon other groups to 
force them to yield to his will. 
He himself was guilty of the 
most flagrant double-dealing in that he took violent sides after 
promising to be neutral. 
In its selection the U. N. m ade a joke. and not a very good 
one, of its previous definition of the type of grounds which it 
had agreed upon 
And the compelling motive, the principal selling point, 
appears to have been, not the welfare of the peace movement 
the group represent*. nor its own good faith in currying out its 
commitments, nor its teputalmn for sobriety and sincerity— but 
largely the question of how «lose it could get to "hot” en ter­ 
tainment of the wine woman song variety. 
I he transaction is found to put a cloud on the fair name of 
United Nations 
Blit this may be all to the good; there is a distinct silver 
lining, 
lf the A m erican people have been jarred into a more 
realistic understanding of just who is running the United Nations, 
and what type of motives they have, a vast service will have 
been rendered. 
The truth of the matter is thai, from the outset, much of the 
work of "building peace in the world" has bern of a nature 
which could not stand the light of day. 
The cynicism, greed and defeatism which havr decided 
innumerable questions cannot be productive of good of penna 
nent results, 
I he time is approac lung for an over-hauling, an inventory 
and a re valuation of the m ethods and motives which govern 
the movement. 
Realism as well a* idealism will be needed when that | 
time arrives.
